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Mobile Post Office at Rogiet 


The service started on 9 September 2015. It is the standard mobile van that serves Tintern, Penhow (Pare Seymour) 
and Devauden Green. On Wednesdays it serves only Rogiet (9:30 to 1 1:30). On Fridays it serves all four locations 
The postmark is the standard Caldicot Mobile A date-stamp that is used at all four locations. This example is dated 
Wednesday 14 October 2015, which places it at Rogiet.

Cards of Quality 
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The van uses the car park of Rogiet Church Hall which is along a lane off Green Close Rogiet that is marked a 
unsuitable for motor vehicles. There is a small temporary sign at the entrance to Green Close indicating that ther 


is a post office along Green Close. 





This service replaces the fixed post office on Caldicot Road that closed earlier in 2015.
